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When Summer Comes 


It could not have been the weather that 
prompted the city council to discuss the 
question of summer uniforms for the 
policemen at the meeting Monday evening. 
No doubt this came up just as a routine 
item on the April calendar. The commis- 
sioners proposed to let the “bobbies” get 
along as best they could if and when hot 
weather comes, postponing the Summer 
uniform question until after the war. The 
aldermen thought otherwise, but left the 
subject for future consideration. 

Assuming that we are going to have 
summer after a while, provision should 
of course be made in advance to have the 
policemen suitably clothed. In a good many 
other cities the problem is solved by pro- 
viding the men on the beat with shirt- 
waists, light trousers and airy headgear. 
The outfit does not cost much, and there 
is no indication that law enforcement suf- 
fers because the officers go about dressed 
comfortably yet distinctively. Perhaps the 
summer uniform problem in Edmonton 
could be dealt with in the same conveni- 
ent and inexpensive way. 


Meatless Menus 


Meatless Tuesdays are to be instituted 
in public eating places, commencing next 
week. That will crimp for one day in the 
week the plans of the ingenious chap who 
counted on ekeing out the family meat ra- 
tion by taking his lunch down town. The 
broad purpose of course is to spread ra- 
tioning over all classes, by curtailing the 
consumption of those who eat regularly at 
hotels or restaurants and would not be 
affected by the two-pounds-per-week limit 
on buying at the meat shops. The meatless 
day is evidently adopted because more 
convenient and more enforcible than a rul- 
ing that only so much could be served to a 
patron at a meal. 

In this part of the country the arrange- 
ment would be less bothersome if started a 
few weeks later. Vegetables from which to 
compound salads are scarce, and these are 
very acceptable substitutes for meat. Con- 
ditions do not however accommodate them- 
selves to wishes or tastes.

Self-Stecurity 


It is expected that 3,000,000 Canadians 
will buy Fourth Victory Loan bonds. There 
were 2,041,000 purchasers of the Third 
Loan bonds. The amount now asked for 
is $350,000,000 larger. Of course the maj- 
ority of those who bought before will buy 
again. But there should be also a mul- 
titude of first-time buyers, and these may 
be necessary to assure the sum being rais- 
ed, Whether necessary for that purpose 
or not, the ranks of the buyers shduld be 
swelled by great numbers who have never 
bought bonds before. 

Everybody is thinking now about post- 
war days, and wondering how the restora- 
tion to peacetime conditions can be 
brought about without going through the 
horrors of another depression. There will 
be less cause for worry on that score in 
proportion as people in wartime take the 
opportunity to lay aside, each for himself, 
some of his present earnings in the safest 
of all investments--Victory bonds. Why 
leave one's personal future altogether 
to government security schemes, and at 
the mercy of political uncertainties ?

Russia and Poland 


When the Nazi forces invaded Poland 
in 1939 they met the Red army half way 
across the country. To avoid an immediate 
clash, for which Hitler was not then ready, 
Poland was chopped in two and each in- 
vader took half. When the Fuehrer at- 
tacked Russia in 1941, the Russians and 
Poles found themselves in the same boat 
and made common cause against the 
mutua]) enemy. Moscow entered into a 
truce with the Polish Government in ex- 
ile, and Polish soldiers taken prisoner dur- 
ing the 1939 invasion were liberated to 
fight with the Russian forces. Later a 
hundred thousand of these were trans- 
ferred to the Levant, where they joined 
the British Army of the East or the Army 
of the Nile. The Polish President gave 
out a statement also saying thut Moscow 
had lived up to the letter of its agree- 
ment, 

That is the background of the curious 
situation which has ended in the suspension 
of relations between the Soviets and the 
Polish authorities in London. The immedi- 
ate cause of the rupiure is a dispute as to 
whether it was the Russians or the Nazis 
who killed ten thousand:Polish officers at 
the time of their simultaneous invasion of 
the country. But the collaboration between 


| the Russians and Poles was purely arti- 


| 


ficial. The territorial question had not 
been settled, and it created a cleavage 
which the truce of convenience could not 
close. The Poles wanted their country 
restored to them as it was in mid-summer 
of 1939, and were by no means sure the 
Russians meant to give back the half they 
had occupied. At best the relationship was 
one of co-operation without confidence. 
Each knew, and so did the world, that 
some time the territorial issue would have 
to be faced, and Russia gave no commit- 
ment that it would be settled to the satis- 
faction of the Poles. 

The breaking of relations is a blow to 
the Allies and a gain to the Axis. But both 
the disputants know that, and knowing it 
they also know neither can afford to 
play into Hitler's hand by carrying the 
quarrel to the point of sacrificing the sup- 
port of the other Allies. It may therefore 
be hoped that they will compromise their 
dispute, at least to the extent of agreeing 
to disagree on the root cause of the cleay- 
age until the common enemy has been 
destroyed.

Faster Cargo Ships Needed 


according to latest figures, there 
are 157 ships of 10,000-ton capacity 
and 13 ships of 4,700-ton capacity 
under construction in Canadian 
shipyards.

In addition, they accounted for 
600 known dead, while the uncon- 
firmed casualties inflicted on Axis 
troops must have been many times 
that number.

Danish parties represented in the 
national front organized after the 
1940 invasion. 


USES “FORESIGHT” 

Werner Best, Hitler's civil repre- 
sentative in Denmark, has the rep- 
utation of being more far-sighted 
than most Nazi administrators, and 
that may be why the Danes are 
faring fairly well. He apparently 
realized that, unless the Danes were 
allowed to conduct their own af 
fairs, Germany stood little chance 
of profiting from the rich agricul- 
tural country. 

How the Danes feel was re- 
flected plainly in the recent bal- 
loting for parliamentary seats.

TEACHERS’ INSURANCE

It is amazing that teachers have 
no life or accident insurance 
scheme, R. L. Sutherland, a mem- 
ber of the Edmonton Schoo! 
board stated at the regular week- 
ly meeting of the board held 
Tuesday night in the Civic block 

Mr. Sutherland's statement was 
made when the board was review- 
ing a report of the cost of allow- 
ances for sick leave and other ab 
sences which revealed that there 
was more absenteeism due to sick 
ness among schoo) employes dur 
ing the period covering January to 
March, 1943, than at any time since 
the influenza epidemic 
COSTS INCREASED 

Extra gross cost to the board 
during the period covered amoun 
ed to $4,637.80, it was shown, while 
the cost during the same period in 
1942 was $3,605.82 

In his opinion, Mr. Sutherland 
stated, the present system of sick 
allowances for teachers was most 
desirable from the teacher's stand 
point. It was unlikely that the 
teachers themselves would do any- 
thing to make the present system 
less expensive for the board, he 
averred 

Total mumber of days absent 
amounted to 1,607 while the sal- 
ary allowed was $12,487.17, Total 
salary not aliowed amounted to 
$1,990.34, during the three month 
period.
